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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed on May 1 9, 2006, has been reviewed and the comments of 
the Patent and Trademark Office have been considered. Prior to this paper, claims 17, 27-47, 
49-51, 76-84, 86-89, 91-93 and 96-97 were pending. By this paper, without prejudice or 
disclaimer, Applicant cancels claims 32-35 and 79-81 and 97, in order to advance 
prosecution. Therefore claims 17, 27-31, 36-47, 49-51, 76-78, 82-84, 86-89, 91-93 and 96 
are now pending. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the present application is in condition for 
allowance for at least the reasons that follow. 

Interview of August 15, 2006 

Examiner Phan is thanked for extending the courtesy of a telephone interview to 
Applicant's representatives on August 15, 2006, where it was agreed that if the rejected 
claims were cancelled from the application, a Notice of Allowance would be forthcoming.

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 32-35, 79-81 and 97 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102. In response, in 
order to advance prosecution, and without prejudice or disclaimer, Applicant cancels these 
claims. Applicants respectfully submit that the rejections are now moot in view of the above 
amendments to the claims.
